Vniud.  Soutb*'&ritai?if, 


TH  E  Blelfed  Union  (which  I  hope  will  never  die)  ftrugled 
in  the  Birth  with  Difficulties  almoft  infuperable.  How 
violent  were  the  Oppofers  of  our  Partnership  with  you, 
whofe  Luxuries  and  Avarice  will  infatiably  prey  on  the 
common  Stock  ;  8  or  10  Leaders  of  the  Parties  and  Projeds  fliall  fee 
on  the  deluded  People,  to  worry  the  moft  Honourable  Zeal  to  doGood, 
to  ferve  and  to  fave  their  Country  !  How  immenfe  is  the  Difference  of 
our  Manners  f  The  Protection  of  Life  and  Property  is  the  firft  Article 
of  the  Compad  of  Human  Societies.  Your  moft  Eminent  Phylici- 
ans  and  Surgeons  have  been  publickly  exploded  by  you,  treacherous  to 
the  Patients,  ignorant  of  all  Difeafes  and  Medicines:  the  Collegiates 
have  often  remonftrated  the  numerous  and  the  powerful  Caufes  of  the 
Calamities  of  all  the  Ranks  of  the  Nation.  Are  there  any  Gentlemen 
of  Reafon  and  Honour,  able  to  deted  the  malignant  Difeafe,  and 
apply  the  Sovereign  Remedy  ? 

But,  the  Day  the  moft  important  Article  of  the  Union  was  to  be 
debated,  a  Petition  of  our  Apothecaries  was  read  for  Permiffion  to 
pradife  Phylick  and  Surgery.  I  had  the  Honour  to  be  commanded  to 
deliver  the  Reafons-of  our  Refufal ;  That  we  are  oblig’d  to  proted  the 
Phylicians  and  Surgeons  Properties,  as  we  rauft  defend  our  own  fi¬ 
xates,  and  Titles,  and  Privileges:  that,  if  we  betray  the  moft  learned 
and  ufeful  Profeifions,  we  lliall  by  the  Example  deftroy  the  Law  and 
the  Church  ;  and  in  the  Confequcnce,  our  Universities  mult  be  a- 
bandon’d,  and  the  Efteem  and  Purfuit  of  Learning  extinguifh’d  ;  that 
the  Libertinage  will  encourage  their  Trade  to  increase  prodigioufly, 
and  at  laft,  ftarve  one  another;  that  Millions  of  Native  and  Foreign 
Empiricks  will  break  in  on  their  Employment,  and  complete  its  De- 
ftrudion. 

Strange  !  (my  United  Soutb-Britainf)  the  Hour  of  my  Arrival  to  the 
Britifh  parliament  prefented  me  the  Accompliiliment  of  our  Prediction. 
My  Kinfman,  who  had  invited  me  to  his  Houle,  obferv’d  my  Dilorder 
from  the  Fatigues  of  the  tedious  Journey,  withdrew,  and  brought  his 
Apothecary.  This  good  old  Gentleman,  he  faid,  has  advis’d  our  Fa¬ 
mily  thele  Fifty  Years,  he  has  more  Patients  and  Experience  than  ten 
Phylicians  and  Surgeons  in  our  Neighbourhood  :  Treats  them  from 
the  Beginnings  of  all  D.ifeafes;  They  are  call’d  in  only  in  the  moft 
Dangerous  near  their  End.  I  prefented  him  a  Fee,  as  is  our  Guftom 
to  our  Lawyers  and  Phylicians.  He  perlifted  refuling  to  touch  it.  I 
declar’d  moft  folcmnly,  I  never  will,  while  I  live,  be  advis’d,  when 
the  Numbers  and  Prices  of  all  the  Medicines  fliall  only  pay  the  Reward ; 
when  lfaw,  paffing  your  Streets,  eight  or  ten  Shops  in  every  one,  and 
the  Prentices  prattling  and  playing  ;  no  Preparation  making,  not  a  Re¬ 
medy  compounded  ;  they  are  more  numerous  than  the  Sick. 

I  was  furpriz’d,  when  the  good  old  Gentleman  embrac  d  me  with 
the  greateft  Affedion,  when  he  wept  for  Joy,  that  he  liv’d  to  fee  one  ofc 
my  Quality  endow’d  with  Wifdom  to  preferve  my  Life,  a-tid  the  gene¬ 
rous  publick  Spirit,  to  affert  the  Safety  of  the  Royal  Family,  Nobility, 

Gentrv  and  People.  ’Tis  only  our  taking  no  Fee,  feeming  to  adviie 

for  Nothing,  gives  us  the  abfolute  Power  in  the  Houfes  of  the  Nodi- 


lity  and  Gentry,  and  makes  us  able  to  invade  and  opprefs  our  Phylick 
and  Surgery.  It  is  in  our  Power,  fas  you  moft  wifely  forefaw)  to  pay 
our  felves  two  or  three  Guineas  a  Day  in  the  Wealthy,  and  one  in 
the  ordinary  Houfes,  above  the  real  Values  of  the  Remedies,  to  conti¬ 
nue  it  uninterrupted  to  the  Recovery,  and  vaftly  above  the  Fees  of 
the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  who  are  call’d  in  late  in  the  deplo¬ 
rable  Cafes,  have  their  ten  Shillings  only  every  other  Vifit;  when  the 
Life  is  imagin’d  in  Ids  Danger,  they  inuft  often  attend  without  any 
Reward  to  prevent  the  Relaple,  to  fecure  the  Recovery. 

My  dear  United  Britain^  I  cannot  exprefs  my  Grief  and  Confulion. 
My  lirft  Refledion  painted,  to  me  almoft  all  the  Phyiicians  and  Sur¬ 
geons,  treacherous  to  the  Sick,  and  ignorant  of  all  Difeafes,  and  the 
juft  Ufes  of  the  Medicines.  I  importun’d  my  good  Apothecary,  who  I 
perceiv’d,  defir’d  the  Redrefs  of  thefe  terrible  Grievances,  to  report  the 
Difeafe  and  the  fpecinck  Remedy.  My  Servant  attended  to  take  our 
Difcourfe,  to  be  publifh’d  in  a  Sheet,  as  the  Sermons,  the  cheap  Anti¬ 
dote  and  Prefervative  of  all  the  Inhabitants  of  the  I  Hand. 

N.  B.  I  have  heard,  that  {.Ann.  1639.)  the  College  reported  the  rnoft 
weighty  Affair  to  our  molt  religious  and  learned  K.  Charles  I.  in  Coun¬ 
cil,  all  the  Judges  commanded  to  attend.  The  Attorney-General  was 
directed  to  revoke  your  Charter  ;  your  Shops  were  to  be  adjufted  to  the 
Proportion  of  the  City.  The  Rebellion  prevented  the  Regulation. 
Your  Phyiicians  after  the  Reftoration,  publi fil’d  many  Learned  Difi* 
co-urfes  on  the  Subjcdf,  they  and  the  Surgeons  have  often  addrefs’d,  not 
for  Preferments  and  Penlions,  but  the  Cure  of  the  Vilenefs  and  Defi¬ 
ciencies  of  the  Arts  for  the  publick  Service. 

S.  B.  Our  Advice  and  moft  diligent  Attendance  of  all  the  Sick  in 
the  Families  of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry,  being  paid  by  our  Bills,  of  as 
many  Doles  as  we  pleafe,  and  at  our  own  Races,  greatly  exceed  the 
Sums  they  are  able,  or  willing  to  expend,  to  preferve  their  Health 
and  Life.  The  Phyficians  Fee,  (we  will  fuppofe  the  Surgeons  are  in  all 
Points  equally  concern’d)  is,  when  fuperadded  to  our  Load,  the  molt 
intolerable  Burden.  It’s  our  Intereft  to  fuggeft  the  largeft  Fees,  larger 
than  they  defire,  to  make  them  odious  to  the  People.  This  makes  them 
dread  the  Phyficians,  ’til!  the  Pains  and  the  Dangers  are  moft  violent. 
Then  they  requeft  us  to  choofe  a  Doctor  for  them.  We  will  prefer  none, 
but  we  can  confide  in,  who  fhall  juftifie  and  commend  all  we  have 
done,  who  fhall  patiently  bear  the  Scandal  of  the  Death  1  He  is  abdi¬ 
cated  for  ever,  we  advance  another  on  the  next  Occalion  ;  we  are  never 
turn’d  off,  but  by  one  of  our  Prentices  fetting  up  the  next  Houfe,  and 
prevailing  on  the  Stewards  and  Nurfcs. 

M.  B.  Then  farewel  all  the  fincere  and  learned  Practice  of  Phylick 
and  Surgery.  The  ambitious  or  hungry  Sollicitors  of  your  Favour  fhall 
explode  the  F.ndeavours  of  the  moft  generous  Patriots  of  their  Country 
to  preferve  the  Royal  Family,  the  Nobility,  &c.  and  your  Trade  as 
well  as  their  own  Profeffions.  Why  are  you  on  the  fudden  pale  and 
difturb’d  ? 

S.  B.  By  Heavens !  we  have  carry’d  the  fatal  Jeft  too  far,  we  are  un¬ 
done.  The  Peoples  Affedtion,  as  the  Fondnefs  of  an  indulgent  Mo¬ 
ther,  betrays  us  to  our  Ruin.  We  have  our  Prentices  forc’d  upon  us 
to  have  the  Title  of  Doctors,  to  pradtife  Phyfick  and  Surgery,  and  th« 
Apothecaries  Bufinefs.  We  have  this  Hundred  Years  from  our  Charter, 
•Ann.  16 \  6,  by  two  or  three  Prentices  increas’d  to  an  immenfe  Number, 
filling  al!  the  Streets  with  eight  or  ten,  as  you  obferv’d,and  three  or  four 
in  all  the  Villages  about  the  City.  Our  Gentlemen  never  think,  or  to  no 
Pr.rpofe,  for  themfelves  or  us.  Our  cxceftive  Increafe  muft  infallibly 
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compel  us  to  bring  them  mote  Medicines  in  all  Difeafes  whatever,  and, 
from  Year  to  Year,  to  raife  the  Prices  of  the  Dofes.The  Payment  grows 
more  and  more  oppreflivc,  the  Phyiicians  and  Surgeons  muft  be  more 
fear’d  and  abhorr  d,  and  infulted,  when  they  crave  to  be  heard.  But 
why  do  they  not  lave  and  rel'cue  us  from  ten  Thoufand  Empiricks 
{larting  up  here,  and  from  all  Parts  of  the  World,  who  take  the  Bread 
out  of  our  Mouths  ?  The  buiie  or  hungry  Clergy  fee  up  with  their 
fecret  Cures.  An  horrible  Number  of  Nurfes  undertake  the  Manage¬ 
ment,  with  their  own  Remedies,  of  all  the  Fevers,  SmalLPox ,  &c.  The 
Quacks  of  the  Advertifements  deal  with  their  lingle  Preparations  to 
cure  infallibly  this,  or  the  other  terrible  Difeafe,  or  pretend  it  fliall 
cure  forty  or  fifty  as  l’urely  as  one  j  they  make  the  molt  dreadful  Ha- 
vock  of  the  Sick  and  us.  Idow  many  Pretenders  live  plentifully  by  the 
Sale  of  Elixirs ,  Spirits ,  Tinctures,  Pills  and  Cordials  \  the  Papers  of  their 
Vertues  and  Ufes  pcalar’d  about  from  Houfe  to  Houfe  l  Then  the  Gen¬ 
tlemen  of  Quality,  who  pretend  to  top  us  on  the  Phyficians  and  Surge¬ 
ons,  beggar  us  without  Mercy  ;  they  buy  the  Sprits ,  Tinctures,  Laudanum, 
at  the  iirfl  Hand.  We  lnuft  ftrive  to  make  up  our  Lolles  by  thrutiing 
more  of  our  Medicines  on  them,  they  flruggle  againfl  us,  by  thofe,  and 
many  of  their  own  Preparations,  and  take  the  Goa-fione,  &c.  from 
all  the  Vifitants.  And  (will  you  be  able  to  believe  it,)  there  are  many 
fubtle  Projectors  of  eur  Company,  who  have  put  off  their  Shops,  have 
contriv’d  to  dcflroy  me  and  my  Brethren.  They  invade  our  Property  ; 
We  iliall  not  furnifh  a  Sea-Surgeon,  our  Brother,  our  Kinfman,  or  old 
Acquaintance,  they  muff  have  their  Chefls  at- the  Hall,  more  than  they 
want,  certainly  dearer  ;  and  will  you  imagine  them  better  than  ours, 
when  they  are  the  moil  competent  Judges  of  the  Remedies  they  ufe.-? 

iY.  /?.  You  fee  the  necefiary  Tendencies  of  incroaching  on  one  another. 
Do  not  the  Magiilrates  know  how  the  Publick  futfers  by  the  Inva- 
fions  of  the  facred  Boundaries  of  the  Profellions  and  Arts  engag’d  in  the 
Prefervation  of  Health  and  Life?  You  have  attempted  the  Regulations 
of  the  Law  ;  the  lurking  Pochers  of  the  Game  are  deter’d  by  the  ie- 
vereft  Penalties.  It  is  now  your  turn  to  appeal,  to  implore  the  Prote¬ 
ction  of  the  Government.  Has  not  your  Company  refolv’d  to  lay  its 
own,  and  tne  Publick  Diflrefs  before  the  Parliament  ? 

S.  B.  An  Apothecary  has  in  Print  demonilrated  the  Neceflity  of  re¬ 
pelling  the  Empiricks,  and  of  reducing  our  Numbers.  He  propofes, 
That  one  Half  may  be  oblig’d  to  ferve  the  other  as  hired  Servants. 
There  are  many  of  my  Brethren  (when  the  College  has  often  deiir’d  us 
to  forefee  the  Confequenccs  of  our  endlefs  Multiplication),  have  in  the 
Hall  earneflly  recommended  our  tiling  only  Labourers  to  prepare  our 
Medicines.  I  know  many  Surgeons,  who  lament  with  us  the  deadly 
Confufions  and  Diforders,  and  the  necefiary  barbarous  Ignorance  of 
the  modern  Practice  from  the  fear’d  Dellruction  of  the  College.  You 
know  the  fovereign  Medicine  prepar’d  by  the  Royal  Martyr,  and  the 
Lords  of  his  Council.  You  have  feen  the  Difcourfes  of  Dr.  Goddard , 
Dr.  Bates,  Dr.  Merret ,  &c.  and  lately,  the  l)if  enf ary- Poem ,  which  remon- 
ftrates  the  Integrity  and  Learning  of  the  Profellions  finking  more  and 
more  into  the  vain  Prefumptions  of  Arrogance,  or  the  humble  Compli¬ 
ance  of  ufing  only  the  30  or  40  vulgar  Remedies  of  the  Shops,  contriv’d 
by  Divifiows  into  numerous  Dofes  in  all  forts  of  Difeafes,  to  comple¬ 
ment  our  Choice  of  them,  to  raife  for  us  out  of  every  F ever,  Small¬ 
pox,  &C.  30  or  40  Guineas  •,  out  of  the  long  Cures,  100,  or  150.  This 
you  fee  is  the  only  Title  and  Handing  Army  of  our  Power,  and  their 
flavifii  Subjection.  As  there  are  3  or  4  Champions  of  our  projecting  Par- 
tiesj  there  are  8  or  10  Apothecaries  gain  their  1500,  or  2000  Pounds  a 

Y'  ear. 


Year:  We  raife  abont  as  many  Phyiicians  and  Surgeons,  Bold  Britonf 
who  flick  at  nothing.  The  Court,  the  Gentlemen  of  Quality,  can 
never  fee  their  own,  and  the  common  Calamities,  when  their  Phyiicians 
and  Surgeons  are  prefonted  by  us  to  them,  pretending  to  the  Learning 
in  vogue,  the  empty  Cyhim^ra’s  and  Romances  of'  Hypothecs,  every  day 
chang’d,  and  aflbon  out  of  falliion,  the  Whimiics  of  the  unfeen  Moti¬ 
ons  and  Operations  of  Atoms,  nothing  to  the  purpofe  of  curing  Difea- 
fes,  or  the  Cafes  of  Surgery.  And  thefe  unfortunate  Gueflers  and  Ope¬ 
rators  are  commanded  by  us,  to  obferve  the  Indrucftions  we  give  them, 
to  defy  and  damn  the  College  and  all  the  generous  Attempts  to 
preferve  the  Publiclc. 

Ar.  B.  How  many  Thoufand  Crimes  form  their  Character  ?  They 
mull  abjure  their  own  Societies  and  Profeflions,  they  mull  for  the  Ho¬ 
nour  of  their  Preferments,  for  their  Salaries,  expofe  their  Patrons  and 
the  People  to  certain  Death  in  all  dangerous  Difeafes,  and  carefully 
tranfmit  to  Poflerity  thefe  detedable  Accomplishments  of  their  Arts. 

S.  B.  Will  you  allow,  that  they  have  reported  almofl  thele  hundred 
Years,  the  mod  Learned  and  publiclc  Spirited  of  the  Society,  the  moil: 
troublefome  Diflurbers  of  the  Publiclc,  the  mod  factious  Reformers  ; 
that  a  Collegiate  mud  be  warily  obferv’d,  and  prevented,  or  expell’d 
from  any  Pod  of  Publiclc  Service.  Shall  the  Royal  College,  Learning 
or  Vcrtue  flourish,  when  their  mod  deadly  Enemies  infatuate  the 
Gentlemen  to  fly  from  them,  to  aflault  their  bed  Prefervers  ? 

N.  B .  Is  it  conceivable,  that  none  of  the  Gentry  ihall  be  able  to  dil- 
cover  their  true  Intered,  and  deteeft  the  Impodors  f 

S.  B.  When  they  leave  the  Care  of  their  Wives,  and  Sons,  and  Daugh¬ 
ters  to  the  Nurfcs  and  the  Attendants,  to  us,  and  our  Phyiicians  and 
Surgeons,  all  thefe  our  mighty  Grievances  mud  grow  in  Stature  and 
Strength.  As  the  innumerable  Empiricks,  and  the  lurking  Venders  of 
Medicines  multiply,  we  mud  enlarge  the  Numbers  of  Doles,  and  their 
Rates*,  the  fevers,  and  Small-Pox,  &c.  mud  produce  the  20  /.  to  40  /. 
5 0 1-  Chronical,  the  100^  or  loot.  How  can  I  and  many 

of  my  Brethren  dint  the  Numbers  and  Prices,  when  every  Year 
neceflitates  us  to  larger  Numbers  and  Rates  ?  When  a  large  Part 
of  us  gain  the  Drs  Fee  out  of  every  Bole,  and  the  Cordial-Draught 
to  wafli  it  down  ;  when  3  or  4  Guineas  a  Day  are  gain’d, and  3  Papers  of 
a  Powder  ( worth  2d.)  fhall  produce  almod  the  G  inea,  mud  they 
not  turnpale  tremble  at  the  Sight  of  a  Phyiiciati  and  Surgeon,  dreading 
we  are  laying  our  Taxations  more  heavily  on  them  \  Mud  they  not 
implore  us  to  keep  them  out  to  the  lated  Exremitv,  and  then 
bring  the  Advifer,  who  mud  enlarge  the  Account. 

N.  B.  I  fee  thefe  Gentlemen  of  the  Faculties  mud  dick  at  nothing; 
but  what  Methods  can  you  and  your  devoted  Phyiicians  and  Surgeons 
ule  to  dedroy  the  Phyiicians,  whole  generous  Dilintered  preferves  you, 
with  their  Society  and  Profedon? 

S.  B .  They  fliall  alfault  them  with  the  Rage  of  a  Gladiator.  Dr.  G, 
has  publifli’d  our  Attempts  on  the  Life  of  two  of  his  Patients,  to  kill  his 
Reputation  with  them.  The  pious  Cabal  of  our  Surgeons  and  Apothe¬ 
caries,  near  our  Cathedral,  hir  d  the  Nurfe  to  affright  and  poilon  a 
Lady  in  the  Small-Pox ,  with  Child,  on  the  fame  great  Delign.  The 
A ffafli nation  was  prevented  by  her  Recovery,  when  their  honed  and 
skilful  Management  difpatch’d  to  the  Grave  a  Gentleman  of  theHoufc, 
a  Party  of  the  Company  and  Plot. 


N.  B.  I  am  an  Accomplice  with  them,  I  mull  take  my  part  of  the 
Guilt  and  the  Punifliment,  if  I  do  not  in  the  next  Parliament,  lay 
the  Univerfal  Calamities  before  the  Committee  of  the  State  of  the  Na¬ 
tion  We  muft,  in  the  firft  place,  protect  you  from  the  Numberlefs, 
mod  ignorant  and  daring  Empiricks,  from  the  lly  Pedlars  of  the  Re¬ 
medies.  We  mult  then  preierve  you  from  being  undone  by  your  two  or 
three  Prentices  in  all  the  Shops.  We  cannot  defend  our  Life,  but  by 
the  juft  Proportions  ofthe  Medicines  in  the  various  Difeafes.  We  mult 
betray  our  own,  and  the  Life  of  all  the  People,  we  mult  abolifii  the 
Faculties  in  your  two  famous  Univerlities, if  we  do  not  reltore  the  Since¬ 
rity  and  Sufficiency  of  the  Profellion,  the  molt  implor’d  in  the  greatelt 
Diltrefs  by  Mankind. TheGentlemen  then  of  Great  Britaiuwill  explode 
the  perfidious  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  will  detecfi  the  ignorance  of 
the  molt  Arrogant,  will  applaud  the  molt  honourable  Zeal  of  the 
Collegiates,  from  the  Addrefs  to  K.  Charles  I.  in  Council,  to  the  mo¬ 
dern  Reformets  of  the  molt  vitious  Practice. 

S.  B.  You  may  pleafe  to  add,  who  have  been  afiaulted  by  our  Out- 
Guards,  our  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  in  all  the  Houfes  about  the 
Court,  but  when  they  prelentcd  the  Publick  Calamities  to  the  Lord 
Mayor  andCourt  of  Aldermen  and  theCommonCouncil,and  Our  Com¬ 
pany  unhappily  rejecTted  theExpedient,  thePawrtct-d, which  can  only  redrefs 
the  Confuiions  and  Malignity  of  the  modern  Practice,  which  the 
Committee  had  refolv’d  after  long  and  the  molt  mature  Deliberations, 
the  City  requelted  the  College  to  erecfi  its  Difpenf tries .  But  we  cannot 
live  without  the  great  yearly  Payments  from  the  Poor  and  the  wealthy  r 
This  gives  us  our  Power,  confirm’d  more  and  more  by  the  long  and 
confuming  War,  to  raife  to  Fame,  or  Itarve  the  Phyficians.  The 
Poem  defcribes  our  Champions  alfaulting  the  College,  and  the  greatelt 
Part  ofthe  Difpenfarians  nave  been  forc’d  for  Bread  to  revolt  to  us. 

/V.  B  The  imminent  Danger  of  the  Jnvafion  will  unite  us,  will  roufe 
eur  vigilance  and  Courage,  when  we  reflecfi,  that  we  mult  die  in  all 
the  molt  fate  and  fecure  Difeafes,  without  Hope  of  Relief  in  the  molt 
intricate  and  fevere. 

S.  B.  All  the  Profeflions  and  Arts,  the  Serious  and  the  Amufing  mult 
be  fed  and  led  by  the  Hand  in  their  Infancy,  will  confpire  in  their  Evi¬ 
dence,  and  afiilt  us  to  make  the  furelt  Judgment  in  the  Caufe.  A 
young  Gentleman  buys  a  Commiflion,  he  mult  be  inltrucfted  by  the  Of¬ 
ficers,  or  learn  from  their  Footmen  and  the  Sutlers.  The  Profeflors 
in  the  Univerlities  do  not  inform  the  Students ,  what  Authors 
give  the  molt  certain  Obfcrvations  of  Human  Nature,  of  the  infi¬ 
nite  Difeafes, which  are  expell’d  byNature  alone,  of  the  variousMedicines 
and  the  Seafons  of  applying  them.  The  Phyficians  of  many  Years  Ex¬ 
perience,  with  a  Generofity  almolt  peculiar  to  the  Profellion,  were  the 
molt  candid  Patrons  of  the  young  Pradticers.  The  young  Arrogants 
now  raife  themfelves  by  intuiting  their  improv’d  Learning,  their  Ob- 
fervations  of  the  Happy,  or  ill  Succefs  of  the  various  Methods  and 
Medicines  in  all  kinds  of  Difeafes.  But  they  mult  have  one  or  other 
to  introduce  them.  Our  Apothecaries  of  the  different  Defigns,  oblige 
them  with  the  fuitable  Inftrucfiions.  You  mull  preferibe  the  common 
Juleps  and  Boles,  and  three  or  four  forts  of  Apozemes,  from  30  or  40 
Medicines,  we  have  confin’d  the  Practice  to.  You  mull  make  the 
greatelt  Pother  with  them,  and  Blilters,  and  Scarifying,  and  Setons, 
to  amufe  the  Afliftants.  The  greatelt  Part  in  the  common  fafe  Di- 
firempers  will  recover.  You  mult  pronounce  every  Efcape  a  mighty 
Cure,  fliift  off  from  a  dangerous  Bufinefs,  but  proclaim  in  all  your 
Companies,  you  could  have  fay’d  the  Life  :  If  you  find  them  reco¬ 
vering 
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vering  in  2  or  3  days,  fliew  your  Care,  and  damn  ali  the  Medicines  be 
fore  preferib’d.  How  differenr  was  the  Practice,  when  I  camefirdto 
the  City  ?  The  Phyflcians  from  the  Univerfities,  examin’d  and  applau¬ 
ded  by  the  College  (as  the  Clergy  by  the  Bifliop)  fupported  by  the  old 
PradHfers,  vilited  all  the  numerous  Cafes  of  the  meaner  People  in  their 
Neighbourhood,  as  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Gown  open  the  Caufes,  and 
advife  in  the  Purchaccs  of  lefs  value.  The  proportion’d  Fees,  and  the 
Cheapnefs  of  the  Medicines,  introduc’d  them  to  all  the  Families.  Th$ 
Succefs  was  aflfur’d  by  the  frequentConverfe  with  the  Patrons  of theArt, 
by  their  Indrucflions  or  Confutations  in  the  mod  Important.  We 
were  not  then  their  dangerous  Rivals  or  declar’d  Enemies.  Our  Shops 
were  open  to  them,  to  conflrm  and  improve  their  Skill  in  the  Drugs,  to 
examine  their  Qualities  and  Virtues,  and  Preparations,  or  to  obferve  the 
Tryal  of  the  New,  or  lately  improv’d.  The  frequent  endow’d  Le¬ 
ctures  often  conven’d  the  Collegiates.  The  Converfation  dilcover’d  the 
never-failing  Methods  to  fubdue  the  Epidemical  malignant  Fevers,  the 
fpecifick  Medicines  in  the  acute  or  mod:  obdinate  Chronical  Difeafes. 
They  may  now  debate  their  own  Didmpers,  if  the  Difpenfary  Poem  has 
truly  drawn  by  the  Indrucftions  of  the  Prefident,the  Characters  of 
the  Mirmils, gjtcrpoes^  the  Bards.  Will  it  theiefore  furprize  you, that  we 
frequently  foretel  in  the  Chamber,  that  the  Dr.  we  prefent  to  them, 
will  order  only  this  and  the  other  Remedy,  and  Bliders  and  Cupping, 
that  the  Gentlemen  of  Quality  avow  they  can  fee  no  Difference,  that 
their  Apothecaries  do  as  well  as  the  mod:  Arrogant?  Shall  the  Gene¬ 
ral  enter  the  Field  to  turn  the  flying  Troops  •,  or  the  Judge,  when  the 
Pleadings  are  ended  ?  Can  they  ever  underdand  a  Difeafe,  when  they 
are  brought  in  by  us,  when  all  the  natural  Powers  are  ruffled  and  bro¬ 
ken  ;  when  the  fatal  Symptoms  are  ftrd  difeover’d  by  the  Attendants? 

N.  B .  How  eaflly  are  Fevers,  as  Fires,  extinguifli’h  by  timely  Care  ? 
How  eaflly  are  alrnod  all  Didempers  prevented  from  the  mod:  dange¬ 
rous  Symptomes  ?  Has  the  Royal  Family,  the  Nobility,  &c.  the  Phyfl- 
cians  early  Conduct  ?  How  fliall  they  ever  know  the  Manners  of  the 
Invaflons  of  Difeafes,  their  Advances,  the  Ravages  they  make  of  the 
Natural  Strength,  when  they  have  loft  the  ten  Thoufand  Cafes  of  the 
Patients  near  them,  who  muff  ftand  in  the  Front,  receive  the  Shocks 
of  Difeafes,  and  proteefl  the  Life  of  the  Royal  Family,  and  the  Nobi¬ 
lity?  When  fliall  their  Phyiicians  begin  to  under  ftand  them,  when  all  the 
Novicesin  all  the  Arts, are  allow’d  theirProportionsof  Defeats  and  Blun¬ 
ders,  elpecially  in  the  Practice  which  wants  the  experienc’d  Patrons  In- 
drudtions  and  Cautions  ? 

S.  B.  When  the  natural  Tendencies  to  collecft  and  feparate  the  mor- 
tjfy’d  Humors  (by  which  only  Life  can  be  preferv’d  in  all  Difeafes) 
by  the  different  Evacuations  are  afiided,  directed,  or  controul’d,  if  too 
vehement,  the  Difeafes  fliall  be  rendred  more  benign,  the  Ferments  of 
the  Humours  to  greater  Malignities  prevented,  and  a  large  Part  evacu¬ 
ated  the  fird  Days,  the  Feeble  remaining  fubdu’d  by  the  internal  Mo¬ 
tion  of  the  Blood.  When  they  are  fuddenly  brought  to  the  unhappy 
Turn  of  the  Difeafe,  what  can  we  expeci  from  their  Obfervations  and 
Advice  only  in  the  Morning,  when  after  the  Storm  during  the  Night, 
all  the  Symptoms  are  allay’d  ?  While  the  Medicines  preferib’d  arepre* 
paring,  they  often  begin  to  rage  more  violently,  feize  on  the  Brain 
the  Bread,  the  Bowels.  The  Medicines  may  be  in  the  Evening  dedru- 
<ftive.  The  falutary  Exclufion  cf  the  Humours  may  be  fatallydopt,  o£ 
the  Evacuation  fatally  promoted  by  them. 
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N.  B.  I  remember  you  aflferted,  That  the  Phyficians  are  confin'd  to 
30  or  40  vulgar  Remedies  always  ready  in  the  Shop,  to  be  mix’d  and 
divided  into  the  Dofes.  I  iuppofe,  becaufe  you  are  engag’d  in  the  ad- 
viling  and  attending  your  own  Patients,  and  cannot  attend  to  any  new, 
or  nice,  or  diificult  Preparation,  how  can  they  apply  them  to  the  many 
different  Indications  of  Cure  ? 

S.  B.  It’s  now  thought  unbecoming  the  Phyficians  to  examine  all  the 
Chymical  and  Galenical  Preparations,  and  feledt  the  beft  of  both.  We 
have  many  Years  paft,  deter’d  them  from  that  moft  neceflary  Part  of 
their  Art.  We  have  therefore,  often  in  the  Court  of  Requefts,  and  in  the 
private  Families,  pubiifli’d  their  lamentable  Ignorance,  that  if  they  ha¬ 
zard  the  Prefcription  of  any  but  the  common  Receipts,  the  Colours,  the 
Scents ,  the  Tafts,  the  Confiftences  expofe  them  to  the  Laughter 
or  Pity  of  our  Prentices,  that  they  mujft  be  redreft  by  us,  before  they 
are  lent  to  the  Patients.  And  we  may  fend  in  what  Remedies  we 
pleafe,  without  the  Dread  of  their  Difcovery  of  the  Fallacy.  You  will  be 
inform’d,  that  6  Eminent  Apothecaries  Preparations,  now  of  the  moft 
general  life,  were  condemn’d  in  our  Hall,  vilely  fophofticated,  wanting 
every  deareft  Ingredient ;  that  3  or  4  Apothecaries  fupply’d  the  Army 
in  Ireland  with  the  moft  infamous  Drugs,  confefl  by  the  Druggifl  •,  that 
our  Gentry  often  debate,  whofe  Apothecary  has  the  beft  Tilings;  but 
our  Ph>licians  never  diftinguifti,  if  the  Bole,  or  Julep,  or  Powder ,  or  Pill 
which  are  mixt  by  theirOrder,  of  8,for  10  Preparations,  are  compounded 
of  the  beft  or  the  worft  Ingredients,,  cannot  be  allur’d,  if  the  B*r\,  the 
Laudanum,  the  Spirits  or  Tinctures  are  good  ;  whether  the  Ignorance  of 
the  Difeafe,  or  the  horrible  Remedy  prevented  the  Cure.  The  College 
lately  voted  the  NeceiTity  of  compoflng  a  new  Difpcnfatory ,  rejecting  the 
worft  Preparations,  and  fubftituting  the  moft  rational  and  efficacious, 
which  the  improv’d  experimental  Philofophy  in  all  the  other  Parts  of 
Europe  has  discover’d,  but  the  modern  Learning  is  of  no  Ufe  to  them 
and  the  People  :  Difeafe  and  Medicines  can  only  be  known  by  the  moft 
diligent  Obfervations  and  Experiences. 

N.  B.  Are  not  the  Gentry  able  to  deteeft  the  Impofture  ? 

S.  B.  They  have  many  Years  fufpecred  it  ;  In  almoft  all  Difeafes,  fly 
for  Help  to  the  experienc’d  Preparations  of  their  Families  communica¬ 
ted  to  them,  before  our  Phyfick  and  Surgery  were  corrupted  and  de¬ 
bas’d.  But  when  we  and  the  Artifts  combine  to  difguife  the  Fraud, 
how  eafily  will  the  Amufement  prevent  the  Conviction  ?  If  the  Fevers 
are  attempted  to  be  cur’d  by  *Acids,  the  Chymical  Corrofives  are  us’d, 
whofe  Force  the  Metals  cannot  refill  ;  they  operate  with  too  much  Vi¬ 
olence,  precipitate  and  colliquate  the  Blood.  If  by  oii^alies,  what  Suc- 
cefs  will  you  hope,  unlefs  the  Conftitution  can  expel  the  eafie  Diforder, 
when  1000  Dofes  may  be  taken  without  any  fort  of  Operation  ;  and  the 
Be\oar  is  demonftrated  by  the  beft  Phyficians  of  the  Age,  and  many 
late  Experiments  to  be  indifiolvable,  which  the  moft  corrofive  Chymi* 
cal  Spirits  cannot  penetrate.  Not  many  Years  paft,  5  Medicines  only 
pretended  to  conquer  all  Difeafes  whatever,  with  our  Cordials,  defign’d 
only  to  fill  the  vacancies. 

JV.  B .  What  are  the  Remedies  we  want  ? 

S.  B.  You  know  the  Bar\  is  a  powerful  Specifick  in  all  intermitting 
Fevers,  which  mixt  with  the  Blood  fubdues  its  efferveicence,  but  it 
muft  be  fatal,  when  the  Humours  are  malignant  and  detain’d  by  it. 
The  College  therefore  in  the  Poem  complains.  That  the  Art  is  dwindled 
into  the  meer  Craft  of  deceiving  the  Sick  with  few  vulgar  Compofitions ; 
but  it  wants  the  generous  Speci licks  or  Alteratives,  that  the  great  En¬ 
quiries  or  the  Recovery  of  them,  haye  been  lately  expell’d  the  Practice* 
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Dr,  p£2_ - has  in  his  Comments,  explain’d  the  Defignof  the  Col¬ 

lege  in  that  Publication,  as  my  Lord  Cool If  the  Tenures  of  Littleton . 
Common  Sence,  as  well  as  the  Philofophy  of  Phyiick  will  inform  us, 
the  morbid  Humours  are  not  always  prepared  to  be  evacuated  by  Sweat, 
by  Urine,  by  the  Bowels,that  the  vicious  Qualities  of  the  Blood  muft  be 
reduc’d  and  difpos’d  for  the  Evacuation,  by  the  Medicines  of  the  con¬ 
trary  Qualities.  The  alteration  of  the  Blood  inflam’d,  extremely  Vi¬ 
cious,  fermenting  with  Violence,  and  preventing  the  coilecftion  and  ex- 
pullion  of  the  morbid  Matter,  or  acid  or  watery,  or  roapv,  or  the  Cra- 
iis  broken,  and  the  neceilarv  Ferment  too  languid,  ought  to  be  the  firft 
Intention  and  Defignof  the  Phyfician.  Then  he  muft  warily  obferve 
the  Progrefs  ©f  the  Natural  Efforts,  and  diftinguifli  which  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  Evacuations  are  chofen  in  the  various  Conftitutions,  then  aflift 
and  promote,  and  direefl  the  Exclufion,  or  moderate  or  repell  the  preci¬ 
pitate  or  exceflive  Evacuations. 

N.  *?.  This  is  the  moft  Soveraign  Prcfent  Mankind  can  receive,  if 
the  Health  and  Life  of  all  the  Inhabitants,  are  of  any  value  to  them- 
felves  or  the  Publick  •,  oblige  me  with  a  iliort  Report  of  it. 

S.  B.  The  Comments  Publiili  and  Damonftrate  the  4  certain  Prin¬ 
ciples  or  conftituent  Parts  of  all  Vegetables  and  Animals, which  varioufly 
alter’d  and  mixt  produce  the  Healthy  and  Diftas’d  Qualities  of  the 
Blood:  The  happy  Application  and  Union  of  the  Qualities  of  the  Me¬ 
dicines  cannot  fail  to  reftore  the  Natural  and  Healthy  Craiis.  They 
prefent  us  the  abundant  Plenty  of  the  Degrees  of  thofe  Qualities  mixt 
and  compounded  in  the  vail  varieties  of  their  Vertues,  the  Magazine  of 
Medicine,  Providence  has  provided  to  prevent  and  fubdue  all  Difeafes. 
Chymiftry  has  unfortunately  attempted  to  improve  them  by  leparating 
and  deftroying  the  DivineCompoiitions.The  feparated  Principles  cannot 
unite  with  the  Blood-ad  on  it  with  the  moft  vehement  Impreftioiis,  are 
only  of  the  nobleft  ufe  in  the  rare  Cafes,  when  the  Salutary  Violence  is 
demanded,  as  the  Burnings  and  Inciftons  of  Surgery ,  are  moft  necefiary  to 
inflame  the  languid  Spirits  and  Blood,  but  they  diilipate  and  waft,  with 
themfelves  flying  off,  the  moft  adive  Spirits  of  the  Blood  and  the 
Nerves.  They  are  ('the  Vmou&  and  Volatile  Spirits ,  the  Oyl<)  moft  necefiary 
to  enforce  the  Evacuations  of  Sweats  and  Perfpiration,  to  blow  up  the 
Vital  Fire  when  almoft  extinguifli’d,  or  (the  oicid  Spirits ,  the  fxt  Salts) 
to  cool  and  reprefs  the  inflam’d  Oyl  of  the  mixture  of  the  Blood.  But 
how  defpicable  is  the  Penury  of  Chymiftry  compar’d  with  the  Riches 
and  Magnificence  of  Nature.  All  the  and  Volatile  and  Jlcid  Spi~ 

rits  are  but  three  Medicines  differing  only  in  the  Degrees  ofone  Quality. 
The  unfermented  Oyls  are  only  discriminated  by  the  being  more  or  lefs  di¬ 
luted.  All  the  fix t  Silts  arc  only  varied  by  the  Circumftances  of  their 
Fufion.The  Magiilerics  and  Calcinations  are  a  deed  unactive  Earth,  when 
you  except  the  Preparations  of  the  Minerals.The  greater  part  of  the  Ad¬ 
ditions  of  the  crafty  Arabians  to  the  moft  rational  Pharmacy  are  the  moft 
ablurd  Medicines  in  theWorld.  Moft  ol  the  Conf  rve i  andSyrufs  pretend 
only  to  prevent  the  trouble  of  preparing  the  inoft  generous  Remedies, 
the  Extratfs,  Infujions  and  Deroffions*  but  are  the  mote  oppreflive  in  the 
Stomach,  the  moft  corrofive  corrupters  of  the  Blood.  The  largeft 
Part  of  their  Compofitions  is  infamous  from  the  horrible  tumults  of 
the  contrary  Qualities  0^50,  100  Ingredients  in  one,controuling  and  de- 
ltroying  one  another’s  Efficacies. 

Ar.  B.  The  moft  Self  evident  and  ferious  Truths  !  The  noble  Spcciflck, 
the  Bar\,  muft  be  taken  without  Addition,  Powder’d,  or  infus’d  or 
decoded,  or  extradcd,fhall  it  be  debas’d  by  Sugar  to  a  Confrve  or  Syrup  ■ 
or  Di fill’d  to  a  Simple  yap  fid  WUter}  or  to  a  Brandy  Spirit  from  a  fermented

Liquor  ?  Shall  the  ftronger  Fire  force  over  the  ftinfyng  Oyl  ?  The  wonderful 
Compofition  of  its  Principles  is  vitiated  or  wanting,  or  corrupted  by 
their  brutifli  Cookeries  of  the  ador’d  Specific Surgery  wiH  ufe  the 
Oyls,  or  the  Subtilizations  of  them  by  Fermentation  in  the  Vinous  Spi¬ 
rits  on  the  rare  Occafions,  but  the  Fomentations,  and  all  the  other 
Topical  confefs  their  powerful  Operations  from  the  preferv’d  entire 
Qualities  of  the  Vegetables.  How  ridiculous  are  the  Purfuits  of  Chi- 
miftry,  defign’d  only  for  furprize  and  the  Pleafures  of  Amufemeot i 
How  vain  tne  Ambition  to  out-do  by  our  Artifices  the  inimitable 
Matter-pieces  of  Nature  ?  How  unhappy  are  the  Great  and  Noble, poor 
in  their  Confinement  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  Trifles  they  referve  to 
themfelves  ? 

S  B .  The  Alterative  Specificks  are  the  Medicines,  which  in  all  the 
Ages  paft,  reftor’d  the  moft  Difficult  Difeales  to  Health,  by  correcting 
the  vicious  Qualities  of  the  Blood,  by  uniting  with  it  and  fupplying  the 
Principles  defective  in  the  refpecftive  Diforders.  The  innumerable  Fe- 
vers ,  Difiafes  of  the  Brain,  Brealf  Bowels,  tne  Vifcera. ,  the  Dropfie ,  Jaundice. 
Go«i,  the  Scorbutical  Colliquations ,  the  Diforders  of  the  Sex  can  only  be 
cur’d  by  the  frequent  ufe  of  their  Alteratives  in  the  proportioned 
Quantities, ^as  the  Waters,  to  dilute  with  the  F  (ficacy  of  their  Minerals. 
The  Comments  range  them  under  the  obvious  Clafies  of  their  Qua¬ 
lities  andVertues,  i.  The  %Aromatic^  the  Acrid,  Spicy  or  Cordial,  the 
Reftorers  of  the  Oyl  and  internal  Motion  of  the  Blood,  2.  The  t Afirin- 
gent ,  3.  the  Bitter ,  4.  the  1 Acid,  5.  the  Sweety  6.  The  Watery.  But  the 
Wifdom  and  Powers  of  Nature  are  boundlefs  The iAromatic\s  are  more 
Acrid, or  attemperated  by  the  Aftringent,  or  Bitter,  or  Acid,  or  Sweet 
or  Watery  Qualities,  every  other  Clafs  regales  us  with  the  fame  large A- 
bundance  and  Variety. 

N.B.  Youobferv’d,  That  the  more  rare  Indications  demanded  Blee¬ 
ding,  the  Vomits,  Purgers,  Sweaters,  the  Chymical  Spirits,  and  the  Vi¬ 
nous  Waters,  to  revive  the  Viral  Flame.  I  have  heard,  a  Secft  of  Phy- 
ficians  has  cur’d  all  Difeafes  by  the  Alteratives  you  have  defcrib’d  con¬ 
vey’d  into  the  Stomach  and  Blood, with  the  Nourishment  of  our  Foods, 
and  the  three  laft  are  avow’d  to  be  reftorative  by  Nourifiiment.and  Me¬ 
dical,  and  Correctors  of  the  Vicious  Humours.  Will  not  the  Patients 
fear,  that  the  dead  dittill’d  Waters  of  the  Fruits  and  Herbs,  will  turn 
their  Blood  into  a  Dropfie,  that  the  fermented  Spirit  of  the  Grape,  of 
aH  the  Vegetables  will  evaporate  and  confume  the  more  active  Parts  ol 
the  Blood,  the  Spirits,  and  therefore  every  Hour  raife  the  craving  a 
new  fupply,  till  the  Apetite  and  Digeftion  are  deftroy’d  to  a  Dropfie 
or  Confutiiption  ?  Will  they  command  their  Cooks  to  prepare  the  Fleili 
with  Sugar,  or  Dittill  it  to  a  Simple  or  Compound  Water  l  Will 
they  feed  on  the  Drops  of  the  Oyl  extracted  from  it  ? 

S.  B.  Not  more  than  3  or  4  Centuries  are  paft,  ftnce  the  Arabian  in¬ 
vented  the  Diftillations.  EVRO  PE  long  preferv’d  the  ufe  of  the  Spe- 
cificlc  Alteratives,  the  collufions  of  the  laft  Age  made  the  fatal  Deluge 
of  the  Simple  and  Compound  Waters.The  Eafe  andProfit  of  the  Apo¬ 
thecaries  have  abdicated  the  vaft  Numbers  of  them.  Milk-Water  and 
of  Black-Cherries,  and  3  or  4  of  the  Compound  are  only  retain’d  in 
fervice.  The  Phyficians  are  indifferent  which  of  them  make  the  Julep 
for  the  Head,  Breaft,  or  Stomach,  &c.  The  Evidences  of  the  Cotn- 
tfnents  are  irrefiftable,fromthe  atteftations  of  all  the  moft  luccefsfulPra- 
cfiicers  of  this  Age,  who  avow  they  only  divert  their  Patients  with 
the  temperate  Juleps,  as  Sweet-meats,  and  from  the  Philofophy  of  all 
the  kinds  of  Diftillation,  which  can  bring  over  no  one  Part  of 
She  great  Natural  Compofition  from  any  of  the  Specifick  Vegetables 
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but  the  xArom<itic\ ,  and  from  themonly  the  Oyl  fepirated  from  the  other 
Principles.  If  there  are  50  Plants  in  the  Compound  Water,  and  25^ 
xAromaticl^jf  you  have  25  Oyls  with  the  fmatch  only  of  the  Qualities  of 
the  Plant  :  Every  Oyl  niuft  vehemently  inflame,  raife  the  Nau- 
fea’s  and  Flatulencies,  and  the  Tempefts  of  Wind  they  are  pretended 
to  break.  The  good  Sence  therefore  of  our  Gentlemen  and  Porters 
prefer  the  Simile  Spirit,  or  the  Infuiions  Rattafia  and  Vfquebangh  before 
them,  and  the  fureft  Succefs  in  all  the  windy  and  Phlegmaticlc  Colic^s 
fupports  their  Judgment.  Shall  our  Arrogant  Phyficians  and  Surgeons 
be  able  to  appoint  none  of  the  Appropriate  Remedies,  but  thefe  molt  of- 
fenfive  Punches,  in  all  the  Hours  of  all  the  Difeafes  of  all  the  Confti- 
tutionsand  Ages?The  Appropriate  Alteratives,  either  the  Watery  Oyly, 
or  the  Waoery  Sweet, or  the  Sweet  Acids, or  theAcid  bitter  in  the  moft  a- 
grecableAnimal  Liquor  lately  prefented  from  the  moft  efficacionsPlants 
of  the  Field,  and  the  more  agreeble  Liquors,  whofe  Oyls  are  attem- 
perated  by  the  other  Principles,  fhall  abate  every  Hour  the  deputary 
Motion  of  theBlood  in  all  the  inflammatory  Difeafes,reje<t  a  part  of  the 
Recrements,  every  Hour,  by  the  Pores,  by  Urine  or  the  Bowels,  and 
gradually  reduce  the  ferment  to  the  Natural  Temper,  and  make  the 
juftcW/b  by  Sweats,and  the  otherEvacuations  or  the  Cutaneous  or  Glan- 
dtrlarSeparations.When  we  fliallhavethis  and  a  thoufand  otherReforma- 
tions,  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  oblig’d  to  learn,  and  preferibe  the 
moft  ufeful  Medicines,  the  Apothecaries  carefully  preparing  the  Reme¬ 
dy  adapted  to  the  Circumftances  of  each  Cafe  and  Conftitution  :  The 
People  will  generoufly  reward  our  Induftry,  we  fhall  not  infult  and  de- 
ftroy  the  Profeflions  to  make  our  Reprizals  on  them,  becaufe  Millions 
ofEmpiricks,  the  daring  Privateers  and  Pirates  on  our  Trade,  invade 
and  plunder  us. 

lAy  dear  Vnited  Britain! , 

I  aflfiir’d  my  good  old  Gentleman  at  parting,  that  War  fhall  be  pro¬ 
claimed  againft  the  wicked  Enipiriclcs,  that  their  Defeat  fhall  give  the 
firft  Triumph  to  Great  Britain.  Tho’  they  are  as  numerous  as  the 
F re  neb  in  F landess,  our  Gentlemen  of  Honout  and  Vertue,  (if  every 
one  cares  only  for  himfelO  will  bravely  attack  their  Intrench ments, 
when  their  Courage  fhall  be  enflam’d,  after  reading  the  Memoirs  of 
the  Englifh  Practice,  prefented  to  me  by  all  the  Phyficians  and  Surge¬ 
ons  of  Integrity.  When  the  ^Arabian  cbymiflry  had  prefented  to  Europe  the 
admirable  vinous  and  volatile  Spirits ,  and  the  Oyls ,  the  acid  Spirits ,  and  the 
fixt  Salts ,  which  juftly  apply’d,  exert  the  almoft  miraculous  Powers;, 
the  firft  reviving  the  almoft  dead  vital  Flame,  the  other  inftantly  ex- 
tinguifhing  the  Fire  of  the  Blood  in  the  Dofe  of  few  Drops  and  Grains  : 
Millions  of  Empiricus  pefter’d  Italy,  France ,  Germany:  Every  one  pretended 
to  his  own  Difcovery  and  laborious  Preparation  of  a  fupernatural  Re¬ 
medy,  each  Dropj  demanded  the  Peice  of  Gold,  the  Reward  of#its 
Title  and  Atchievements  :  An  rArmy  of  Empiricus,  as  the  old  Saxons,  in¬ 
vaded  our  Ifland.  The  Princes  and  Nobility,  (who  is  fecure  from  the 
Enchantments  of  the  Craft  of  PbyfickO  admir'd  and  applauded  them, 
decry’d  all  the  Learning,  and  Obfervations,  and  Medicines  of  the  Pra- 
cflifers  refilling  to  rely  on  them  in  all  theDifeafes  of  Mankind. The  fiery 
Quackery  triumph’d,  ’till  the  Cheapnefs  of  their  little  Dofes  was  dete- 
dled,  were  forc’d  to  load  the  Sick  with  the  Proportions  of  other  Me¬ 
dicines,  which  cou’d  fupport  their  Gain.  The  Manufactures  flouri/h’d. 
in  all  Parts  :  The  Officers  licens’d  the  Strolers  of  Plays  \  the  Tumblers , 
the  Monflers  and  Elephants ,  and  Tigers ,  and  Bears:  They  firft  granted  their 
Licences  to  the  Stages)  to  delude,  and  cheat,  and  deftroy  the  People. 

Our 
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Our  glorious  Patron  of  Learning,  K.  Henry  VIII.  the  Lords  and 
Commons,  (Mnn.  Dorn.  1524.)  Eftablifii’d,  by  Law,  the  College,  and 
the  Surgeons  Company,  avow  in  the  Adi,  that  they  dread  the  moft 
publickCahmities  impending  on  the  Nation,  if  they  expofc  the  Life  of 
theSubjeds  toUndertakers,not  examin’d  whether  they  underftand  the  in¬ 
numerable  Difeafes,  and  the  cautious  Ufe  of  the  Medicines.  Secondly , 
It  the  Advifers  receive  their  Reward  from  their  Arbitrary  Numbers  and 
Kates  of  the  Doles,  obtruded  on  all  Dilorders  whatfoever,  Wou’d  to 
God,  Committees  of  the  Nobility,  Gentry,  and  Clergy,  were  ap¬ 
pointed  to  fit,  till  they  had  collected  all  the  Calamities,  which  the  Sick 
from  the  Numbers  of  Doles  in  all  the  Difeafes  and  Conftitutions  mult 
fuifer.  In  that  and  the  following  Reigns,  the  Kings  in  Council ,  the 
Lord  Chamberlain ,  the  Judges,  frequently  animated  the  College,  to  the  molt 
vigilant  Detedion  of  the  Empiricus,  often  commanded  the  Lord  Mayor , 
the  Juflices,  to  affift  the  Cenfors  in  their  Apprehenfion  and  Punifiiment. 
The  Society  is  compos’d  of  the  Graduates  from  our  famous  Univerfi. 
ties,  which  can  only  give  the  Lauguages,  the  Philofophy,  the  Rudi¬ 
ments  of  the  Art,  but  muft  be  advanc’d  to  the  greateft  Perfection  in 
the  moft  popoulous  City,  which  prelents  Millions  of  Cafes,  the  moft 
diligent  Attendance,  the  Reports  to  one  another  of  the  falutary  or 
unhappy  Succefs  of  the  moft  different  Methods  and  Medicines.  The 
Nobility  and  Gentry  meet  in  the  two  Houfes  of  Parliament  to  debate 
de  ardui4  R cgni  Negotii-s ,  the  Phyficians  mutually  impart  and  receive  in 
the  endow’d  Ledures,  and  their  Conferences,  their  Obfervations  of  the 
moft  difficult  Difeafes,  the  Triumphs  of  the  Specifick  Remedies.  There 
is  nothing  can  baffle  the  moft  wile  Eftablilhment  of  the  College,  but 
the  Arrogance  of  the  Phyfician,  who  afflimes  tohimfelf,  as  our  Prophets 
the  whole  Art  of  railing  his  Patients,  as  from  the  Grave,  has  monopo¬ 
liz’d  the  Science  of  all  things  paft,  prefent  and  to  come,  affirms  all  So¬ 
cieties  are  ufelefs.But  in  the  Reign  of  K .James  I.  ( Mnn.Dom  1616.)  all  the 
legal  Eftabliflunents  were  overturn’d  by  the  Grants  bought  of  the  Cour¬ 
tiers,  to  invade  all  the  Profdfions  and  Arts.  Then  1 14  Apothecaries 
obtain  a  Charter  to  deal  only  in  Medicines.  The  Waters,  Spirits ,  Tinftures, 
had  been  fold  by  the  Dijlillers.  The  Confections ,  Ponders,  Pills ,  Oyntments , 
Plaijlers ,  by  the  Grocers ,  who  fold  the  Spices ,  Fruits  and  Drugs ,  and  the 
Medicines  in  the  large  Quantities  to  the  Families,  who  had  learn’d  the 
Mixtures  of  the  Waters,  and  the  Divifions  of  the  others  into  Dofes 
from  their  Phyficians  Inftrudions. 

My  dear  Uritains ,  I  allure  you,  Providence  can  never  fail  in  the  abun¬ 
dant  Provifion  of  all  things  neceftary  to  fupport  Life.  Have  me  Peo¬ 
ple  the  Property,  and  the  juft  Right  and  Demand  of  our  Care  of  the 
Plenty  of  Bread  and  the  other  Foods?  The  moft  fovereign  Medicines 
are  equally  the  eafie  Purchafe  of  the  Poor,  or  the  Charity  of  the 
Wealthy.  I  appeal  to  your  Experience  of  the  Medicines  prepar’d  in  the 
Houfes  ;  of  the  Quantities  bought  of  the  Apothecary,  Chymift,  Drug- 
gift^or  the  Compofitions  imported  by  the  Merchants, of  our  Hofpitals, 
where  many  thoufand  Patients  are  yearly  medicin’d  at  the  Expence  of  z 
Nobleman’s  Family.  But  rhe  Phyfician’s  Fee  is  more  affrighting  than 
the  Pain  or  Fear  of  Death.  But  our  Kj.n&s->  t^ie  Mimjlers  of  State,  the  Of¬ 
ficers  of  the  Fleet  and  Mr  my,  the  Judges ,  the  Clergy ,  have  their  Fees  from 
the  proportion’d  Taxations  of  all  the  Conditions;  and  the  Nobility  and 
Gentry ,  receive  the  little  Payments  of  the  Cottages  of  their  Manners.  The 
Fees  of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry  can  have  no  Bounds,  but  all  the  Populace 
cheerfully  prefented  their  Gratuities  proportion’d  to  their  Circumftan- 
ces,but  with  the  ineftimable  Prefents  of  the  innumerable  Difeafes,  which 
daily  increafe  the  Treafure  of  the  Phyficians  Knowledge.  The  Nobi- 
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lity,  be.  The  Merchants,  be.  then  gave  their  Phyficians  their  propor¬ 
tion’d  Salaries.  The  Phyficians  then  near  their  Houles,  (warranted  by 
their  learned  Education,  and  the  Examination  and  Applaufe  of  the 
College)  were  tortur’d  by  their  greateft  Intereft  to  lubdue  the  Dife&fe 
in  its  invaiion,  abate  the  Malignity  of  the  Fevers,  and  often  overcome 
them  in  3  or  4  Days,  to  prevent  the  neceflary  Attendance  of  the  Mor¬ 
nings  and  Evenings  of  the  tedious  Courfe.  Their  Intereft:  compell’d 
them  to  communicate  the  cautious  Ufe  of  the  moft:  excellent  Medicines 
in  the  frequent  fafe  incidental  Difeafes  of  the  Families.  The  vitious 
fophifticated  Medicines  were  prevented  or  expell’d  from  the  Chambers. 
Will  you  be  l'urpriz’d,  when  I.  affirm,  that  the  Phylicians  adviling  all 
the  Sick,  and  the  numerous  Diftempers  near  them,  ill  all  in  few  Y  ears 
acquire  a  Science  ten  thoufand  times  more  ellimable  than  the  Moderns 
can  prefume  ?  They  obferv’d  all  the  Acute  and  Chronical  Difeafes,  as 
the  Gardner  his  Plants  riling  out  of  the  Earth  ;  and,  as  a  Pilot  at  the 
Helm,  had  no  Oppolition  from  any  feparate  or  contrary  Intereft,  and 
were  in  all  the  Diliiculties  aflifted  by  the  Council  of  the  moft  generous 
Patrons,  who  bequeathed  the  1 Arcana  of  the  Difcales  and  Remedies  their 
PredecelTors  had  left  them.  Will  it  be  objected,  we  purfue  our  Lux¬ 
uries  and  our  Avarice  beyond  all  the  Univerl'e,but  then  m  the  intervals, 
we  are  the  braveft,  and  wifeft,  and  moft  publick  Spirited,  outdo  all 
in  Improvements  of  Wit,  and  Plcafures,  and  Manufactures  :  Our  Phy¬ 
licians  and  Surgeons,  (tho’  in  the  great  AlTemblies  we  deip-Cand  abhor 
them)  are  imagin’d  from  their  imprudent  Prattle  in  the  Publick  Houfes 
the  greateft  Artifts  of  Europe.  We  have  often  (my  dear  United  Britains ) 
fought  for  Plunder  on  the  Borders  *,  here  I  defie  you,  as  the  Princes  of 
old  contefted  the  Difcoveries  the  moft  uieful  and  Royal.  Our  Phylici¬ 
ans  demonftrate,  that  the  Philofophy  of  Nature  has  but  lately  advanc’d 
Northward,  has  been  infulted  in  its  Progrefs  by  the  fierce  Difputes  of 
imaginary  and  impertinent  Notions,  by  the  Hypothefes  of  Principles 
and  Corpufdes  above  the  Reach  of  their  Soules  and  llnderftandmg. 
Phyfick,  which  claims  the  Honours  and  Prerogatives  from  employing 
the  Philofophy  of  ail  Nature  to  the  Divine  End  of  preferving  Health 
and  Life,  was  the  Purfuit  of  all  the  Princes,  Nobility,  Philofophers, 
after  the  firft  Affright  of  Difeafes.  They  collected  all  the  Oblervations 
of  the  Powers  of  all  the  Natural  Caufes  and  Energies,  invading  or  pro- 
tediing  Mankind.  Hippocrates  and  Galen^  be.  collected  all  the  funda- 
men^fi>  infallible,  univerfally  receiv’d  Laws  of  Phyfick,  diverfify’d,  as 
the  (fjyernments.  by  the  various  Climates,  and  Manners,  and  Diet. 
The  Eftabliilimcnt  of  the  Royal  College,  defign’d  the  Detection  of  the 
Difeafes  from  our  Climate,  Air,  Manners,  and  Diet,  the  Ad  juftmenc 
them  of  the  Methods  of  Cure,  and  the  Qualities  of  the  Rledicincs  ap¬ 
prov’d  by  the  numerous  Ages.  The  barbarous  Irruption  of  Emoiricifm, 
as  of  the  Goths  and  Vanials^  has  broken  almoft  all  the  Attempts.  Dr. 
Sydenham  reviv’d  the  vaft  Enterprize,  by  the  Care  of  ail  the  Sick  in  his 
Province,  comparing  the  Impreflions  of  all  the  Difeafes,  the  Efforts 
and  Tendencies  of  Nature,  (the  firft  and  moft  powerful,  and  moft  fo- 
licitous  Agent  in  all  the  DileafcsJ  where  its  Symptoms  promife  and 
operate  the  never-failing  Recovery,  where  it  craves  to  be  affifted,  dire¬ 
cted  or  moderated,  or  oppos’d.  Hiftory  gives  the  fttreft  Inftrucfions 
to  all  the  Governments  in  Peace  and  War.  The  Conduct  of  Difeafes 
ahnoft  all  the  Parts  of  the  Univerfc  to  prevent  or  conquer 
them,  are  to  be  addrefs'd  to  the  peculiar  Conftitutions  of  the  diftant 
Nations  from  the  great  Magazines  of  their  Succefs.  But  we  muft  imi¬ 
tate  the  Ancients  in  their  Sincerity  and  Induftry.  Our  PhHicians  had 
tne  little,  but  mighty  and  moft  neceflary  Artifice  almoft  peculiar  to 
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shemfelves ;  had  the  proportion’d  Fee  in  the  Morning,  but  to  prevent 
the  mortal  Sufpicions,  aflum’d  the  frequent  Vifits  moft  neceftary  in 
the  moft  acute  and  impending  Dangers.  How  often  did  they  preferve 
the  Patients,  and  enrich  their  Knowledge  by  the  hourly  Views  of  Apo¬ 
plexies,  profufe  Vomiting,  Purging,  Bleeding,  when  they  re  mark  t  the 
Operations  of  the  Medicines,  directed  more  powerful,  or  more  feeble, 
when  they  faw  the  Approaches  of  new  and  contrary  Symptoms  ?  I  have 
been  affur’d  by  my  Phyficians  of  Honour  and  Virtue,  that  the  firft  De¬ 
grees  of  all  Difeafes,  which  can  affecft  Mankind,  are  fafe,  the  appearing 
fierce  and  painful  Symptoms  often  enfure  the  Life, the  Efforts  of  Nature 
directed,  not  repell’d  and  deftroy’d,  but  the  advanc’d  Degrees  of  all 
the  Diftempers  are  as  fatal  as  the  Peftilence.  Our  Phyficians  then 
could  hear  or  fee  the  lirft  Signals  of  Danger.  They  did  not  in  the  firft 
Moments  decree  the  Methods  of  Bleeding,  Vomiting,  Purging,  the 
8  or  10  fweating  Doles  for  the  lucceeding  24  Hours.  But  they  warily 
©bferv’d  the  Pulfe,  the  Heat,  the  natural  Evacuations  by  the  Pores, 
Urine,  or  the  Bowels ;  the  next  View  demonftrated  the  Blood  now  de¬ 
purating  it  felf,  the  Salutary  Evacuation  begun,  or  the  continued  Eva¬ 
cuation  rejecting  the  morbid  Humors,  abating  the  Fury  of  the  Difeafe, 
and  promiling  the, Victory.  The  other  Artifice  produces  its  wonderful 
Effects.  The  different  Conditions  gave  the  half  Fee  in  the  Chronical 
Difeafes  at  the  Phyficians  Houle.  They  did  not  advife  the  poor  Gentle¬ 
men  at  the  Tipling-Houfes,  without  the  Informations  of  the  Urine,  an 
Hour  before  a  Part  of  the  Blood,  and  the  fureft  Meilenger  from  it,  ex¬ 
amin’d  with  the  other  Evidences. 

Shall  we  then,  my  dear  South  Britains ,  conclude  with  the  Gentlemen  of 
Quality  and  the  Remonftrance  of  the  College  in  the  Porw,  that  the 
Modern  Phyfick  is  a  Dangerous  Craft,  and  put  it  down,  as  the  Rojy- 
al-Oal^ Lottery,  or  reftore  it  to  its  Integrity  and  Sufficiency.  The  Dif¬ 
eafe  is  known,  and  the  Remedy  moft  obvious,  the  exceffive  difpropor- 
tion’d  increale  of  the  Apothecaries,  and  the  Oppreffive  Invafion  of 
their  Property  by  the  infinite  Empirics.  In  all  the  wife  Government 
in  Europe  they  are  prevented  from  their  multiplication  pernicious  to 
themfelves  and  the  Profeffion  andPeople.The  1 14m  the  Charter((An,i6i6.) 
Increaft  by  the  2  or  3  Prentices  in  every  lliop,  had  fill’d  all  the 
ftreets  of  the  City  and  the  Villages  about  it. In  their  Diftrefs  from  the 
Incroachments  of  the  Quacks  and  themfelves,  the  Court-Phyficians, 
and  a  fmall  part  then  of  theColIegiates  propos’d  to  go  fnacks  with  them, 
taking  the  half  of  the  20  or  30,  or  40/.  from  all  the  Fevers  and  theSmall- 
Pox,  &c.  the  moft  eafie  and  fecure,  as  the  moft  perplex’d  and  hazar¬ 
dous,  and  100  or  200  /.in  the  long  Diforders.  How  can  it  be  ?  But  what 
cannot  the  combination  of  2  Artifts  atchieve  ?  The  vulgar  Medicines 
are  only  to  be  us’d  ;  the  Cordials,  Sweaters,  Sleepers,  &c.  Inftead  of 
their  Mixtures  and  Divifions  in  the  Family  from  the  then  known  and 
cheap  Quantities,  all  muft  be  parted  by  the  Apothecary  into  little 
Dofes.  They  are  difguis’d  from  their  Knowledge  by  contriv’d  Pompous 
Names,  in  the  Latin  Prcfcription.  Every  Dofe  muft  be  pretended 
to  be  a  rare  and  pretious  thing,  all  the  Boles  and  Powders  avow’d  to 
be  compounded  with  Be\oar^  tho’  the  ten  thoufandth  Part  is  not  im¬ 
ported,  and  all  the  Juleps  in  all  Diforders  muft  be  enrich’d  with 
Ferle ,  inferior  to  many  of  the  moft  plentiful  xAU\alies^  That  the  Pre¬ 
script  may  fwell  to  the  admired  Bulk  and  Grandeur,  the  common  Me¬ 
dicines,  which  are  each  perfect  and  com  pleat  for  the  refpediive 
Intentions,  muft  be  jumbled  together  20  or  40  in  each  Dofe,  whofe  In¬ 
gredients  may  make  300  or  400  Drugs  in  each  MeJicine.  You  fee  My  dear 
South  Brit  (tins )  That  the  firft  Great  Law  of  Nature  is  violated,  that, 
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as  the  Bart^  its  Soveraign  Medicines  in  all  the  other  Afflictions' 
ihall  not  be  affronted  and  difturbed  by  the  abfurd  additions,  which 
certainly  make  the  benign  Diftempers  mod:  fatal,  and  the  dangerous 
molt  deadly.  The  Phylicians  and  Surgeons  then  confeft,  that 
they  kill’d  the  Patients  and  their  Arts  and  Societies,  but  they  would 
laft  their  Time,  they  had  the  greater  Fee  for  the  Morning  Yilit  only, they 
had  the  enjoyment  of  good  Company.  The  Apothecaries  had  the 
care  of  the  Symptoms  of  the  Evening  and  Night,  the  Medicines  mu  ft 
be  taken  at  the  appointed  Hours,  or  new  directed  by  them,  or  from, 
their  Report  of  the  greater  or  new  Diftrefs  to  the  Phyiician.  The  Con- 
fpirators  generouily  beftow’d  the  meaner  Patients  on  the  Apothecaries, 
and  affliim’d  the  Grandeur  of  treating  only  the  Difeafes  of  Quality  and 
Wealth.  But  when  the  terrible  Payments  of  the  Bill  made  the  Fees 
infupportable,  the  Houfes  were  compcli’d  to  ufe  the  Apothecaries  in  aii 
Cales,till  theLife  is  defpair’d  of,  who  then  appoint  the  moil  choicePhy* 
fician.  Is  it  not  inevitable,  that  the  Men  of  the  Character  of  the  Mir- 
mils,  guerpo’sj  and  the  Bards ,  iliall  atteil  that  there  is  no  Omillion  or 
Commidion  in  the  Method  of  Cure  the  Patient  has  been  under,  that 
they  communicate  their  Knowledge  and  all  their  Medicines  ?  They 
iliall  be  difcarded  if  they  abate  the  number  of  the  Doles  of  the  now* 
30  vulgar  Medicines  of  the  Shop,  if  they  prefume  to  reilore  the  Ap¬ 
propriate  Spidficks,  which  mull  govern  the  Cure  of  Difeafes.  It  is  not 
impoffible  (my  B  R  IT <A  I  AT S)  to  find  out  the  Redrefs  of  your  Cala-’ 
mities  ;  Your  Ancellors  have  referv’d  many  of  the  infallible  Medicines 
long  fince  abdicated,  and  thy  have  bequeathed  to  you  their  care  of  the 
Publick,  and  their  Wifdom  to  preferve  it.  Their  firft  care  was  to  fup- 
port  the  Fidelity,  and  Induflry,  to  improve  the  Science  of  the  young. 
Phylicians,  warranted  to  the  People,  as  the  judges  of  the  Circuits,  as 
the  Coins  and  Meafures.  The  Charters  preclude  the  Hofpitals  from 
ufurping  the  Difeales  from  the  Phvficians  and  Surgeons  care.  They 
are  commanded  to  receive  only  the  maim’d  and  wounded  Seamen  and 
Soldiers,  or  the  Cafualties  of  the  City  :  They  fbrefaw  the  Dangers  of 
the  Difeas’d  from  the  rude  conveyance  to  them  :from  the  ftench  of  the 
Rooms,  by  the  exceflive  Numbers,  and  the  Scents  of  DrefliBgs.from  the 
Sleep  broken,  by  the  Groans  of  the  Pain’d  and  Departing,  and  the  cla¬ 
morous  Attendance:  from  the  grofs  Diet  as  in  the  Houles  of  Labour  : 
from  the  ufe  of  the  vulgar  Remedies  only,  and  the  fufpedied  cruel  Re- 
tufal  of  the  juft  Proportions:  from  the  rare  and  confus’d  Advices  of  the 
Phylicians  and  Surgeons.  The  Clergy,  who  in  the  Spittal  Sermons,  re¬ 
port  the  Reilri<ftions  of  their  Charity  to  the  wounded  and  maim’d, 
will  revive  in  the  Citizens  the  Ancient  Ufage,  when  the  Poor  were  laved 
by  the  Hourly  care  of  their  Phylicians  and  Surgeons,  obferving  the 
tendency  of  each  Dileafc,  and  the  Powers  of  the  Remedies,  with  the 
affectionate  Attendance  of  ehe  Houfes,  the  undifturbed  Repofes  in  the 
Air  not  corrupted,  the  Diet  adjufted  to  all  the  Conftitutior.s,  and  the 
ftcady  ule  of  the  Specifick  Medicines.  This  Charity  will  introduce  the 
Rewards  given  to  the  Phylicians  and  Surgeons  in  all  the  Cities  of  Eu¬ 
rope,  with  the  Allurance,  that  this  Method  oniy  can  raife  Phylick  and 
Surgery  to  the  greateft  Perfection,  and  the  Applaufes  of  the  Calami¬ 
tous  near  them  reliev’d  by  their  Rounty.The  Univerlities  and  the  Clerpy 
win  animate  your  Zeal  to  proteeft  theProfeffions  eftablifh’d  by  Law.  The 
College  has  in  the  Poem  humby  propos’d.  That  the  weighty  Affair  may 
be  examin’d  and  judg’d  by  l^ifitors,  who  will  command  the  fiirrender 
of  the  Phylicians  and  Surgeons,  and  Apothecaries  Charters,  that  Sta- 
tutes  fhall  be  adjufted,.  which  iliall  not  be  broken  by  their  mutual  ra^e 
and  the  abhorr  d  Apoftafies  of  their  Members.  We  may  fix  theneceflary 
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Boundaries  from  the  Laws  the  Eaftern  Emperours  and  Mmifters  of 
State  Religoufiy  obfcrve,who  muft-jevery  Year, hear  anHour  one  of  all  the 
Profeffions  and  Trades.  In  the  mean  time,  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons, 
muft  moft  induftrioufly  difeover  the  innumerable  Circumftances  of  all 
the  Difeaies,  muft  examine  the  Qualities,  and  Vertues,  and  Preparations 
of  all  theMedicines.Then  the  Government  will  view  withPleafure,  when 
it  (hall  reftore  the  Societies,  (as  when  the  Univerle  was  form  d  from  no¬ 
thing  )  the  Beauty,  and  Goodnefs,  and  Harmony  of  the  Parts.
